Not Only Save But Keep When They Are 
Saved. 


Some may think it does not 
take system to become spiritual 
and to delve into the deep things 
of God. Well, it may not, but 
I’m afraid where there are no 
systematic methods practiced 
there is but little spirituality. 


If there is no regular hour for 
Sunday schol, how do the people 
of the neighborhood know there 
will be any Sunday school? If 
there is, no regular hour for the 
preaching service or prayer meet- 
ing, how will the people know 
when to go? If there is no regu- 
lar time for family devotion it is 
not likely they will have any. 

All of these services are in- 
tended for means of grace to 
assist those who attend in 
becoming more spiritual, And 
if there were no system about 
them those who wish to attend 
would be kept in such suspense 
that they would get but little 
good from trying toattend. They 
would not know when to go nor 
the length of time they would be 
welcome to remain. 


When Jesus fed the multitude 
in the desert place with the five 
loaves and to fishes He followed 
a systematic method to accomp- 
lish the task. He told the disci- 
ples to have the people ‘‘sit down 
by companies upon the green 
grass.” In obedience to His 
word they had them sit down in 
ranks of fifty in a rank and a 
hundred in a rank, 


Of course it took a little time 
to get them ali arranged in 
proper order, but Jesus waited 
till His orders were obeyed. 
When all was ready He took the 
loaves and fishes and after He 
looked up to heaven and blessed, 
He broke the bread and fishes 
and gave to His disciples to pass 
on to the multitude. They took 
the bread and fish and supplied 
rank at a time, until all were 
filled. 

By having them arranged in 
ranks there was no likelihood 
of any timid little man being

When Paul wrote to the Church 
at Colosse, he commended them 
for the systematic methods they 
employed in their Church work. 
In his letter he said, ‘‘For though 
I be absent in the flesh, yet am 
I with you in the spirit, joy- 
ing and beholding your order.”’ 
Webster’s definition for order in 
part is, ‘“‘method or regular ar- 
rangement; settled mode of pro- 
cedure;regulation.”? In explain- 
ing further he uses the expres- 
sion, ‘‘A system.’’ So when we 
understand Paul’s meaning here 
it is not difficult to see that he 
was commending the Ohurch for 
their systematic methods. It 
was .a® joy to him to know 
that they employed systematic 
methods in the service of the 
Master. 

If it was a pleasure to Paul to 
know that the Church at Colusse 
employed systematic methods in 
the service of God, could it be 
any less pleasure to our Savior 
and great Head of the Ohurch 
for us to putin practice syste- 
matic methods to publish the 
gospel and win souls for Him, as 
well as to keep them after they 
have already been won? 


Jesus gave us an example of 
systematic methods when He 
sent His disciples out to preach. 
Instead of sending them out ina 
kind of a promiscuous indefinite 
manner, He gave them special 
restrictions, arranged for certain 
two to go together and sent them 
to certain places. Such arrange- 
ments were made so that only 
two would go to a place.

getting along. In finishing up 
the verse the writer shows that 
when an unfavorable report is 
turned in it will not do the diso- 
bedient and disloyal snbject any 
good. This also indicates that 
when the watchers can turn ina 
good report concerning an indi- 
vidual it will result in good to 
that individual. If it is unprofit- 
able to have a bad report given, 
then I conclude it is profitable 
when a good report can be given. 
But whether good or bad it ap- 
pears that the watchers must 
give account. 

It is our duty to make the very 
best out of the little time we 
have here in this world. We 
must work hard, to accomplish 
what must be done before Jesus 
comes. And we cannot afford to 
be working in a kind of a blind- 
fold way that may show in the 
judgment that we have been 
working against one another, and 
therefore hindering instead of 
helping. 
as working, and working hard, 
too, and finding out at the judg- 
ment we have been working in 
the wrong way. Sad indeed will 
be the day to find our works 
burned up because we have pot 
worked in the right way. (1 Cor. 
3:12—15.) 

I conclude that if there are 
systematic methods to be em. 
ployed to be the most successful 
in soul-winning, there are surely 
systematic methods, which, if 
put in practice, will be the means 
of keeping saved those who have 
been won. And this is one of 
the important things now. We 
are losing too many from our 
ranks. It is true we are not 
losing a great number, but the 
few we are losing are too many. 
We do not want to lose any, and 
if there is some method yet un- 
discovered that will enable us to 
hold all we get we would like to 
findit.

To dwell upon this verse, it is 
easy to see that when the Holy 
Ghost comes He will talk. This 
verse says that what ever He 
hears that will He speak. It 
says it will be that way when 
the Holy Ghost comes. Then 
we have Scripture proof in this 
verse that when the Holy Ghost 
comes into a person to dwell 
He can hear as well as speak, 
and will speak what He hears. 

In a verse in the previous chap- 
ter Jesus says that when the 
Holy Ghost comes He will testify, 
There is not much difference be- 
tween testifying and speaking. 
If a person testifies he usually 
speaks. But Jesus did not say 
what kind of language He 
would use when He came. 
He said He would talk, but 
did not give a clear under- 
standing as to what He would 
say except He would glorify Je- 
sus. 

The way we know about the 
other tongues is by the descrip- 
tion given by Luke in his history 
of the outpouring on the day of 
Pentecost. On the day of Pen- 
tecost “They were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost,”’ says Luke, *‘and 
began to speak with other toyéues 
as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance.’ (Acts 2:4.) If there were 
nothing more given in the Bible 
about tongues than. this, 1t would 
be suflicient grounds for believing 
in the Holy Ghost and tongues, 
Here is the real experience 
taught in the Bible, and is for us 
today. No sound reason for ob- 
jection or criticism. 

But this is not the only place 
mentioned where the Holy Ghost 
and tongues operated together. 
When Peter visited Cornelius at 
the town of Caesarea, he began 
to tell the people that werg gach.
